Mrs. Lining was 
prominent in club work in South Carolina in the early days 
of the Federation, and for the first sixteen months of its 
existence was one of the editors of THe Krystone. A 
woman of warm heart, broad sympathy and brilliant in- 
tellect, endowed with poetic talent 0f marked excellence. 
She was a tower of strength to the club world in South 
Carolina in its early days. Her chief interest was the 
kindergarten, and in her training school she gave many 
scholarships to the State Federation. These girls will al- 
ways remember the unselfish woman who did what she 


although she was still a young woman she was forced to 
give up those interests among her fellow women so dear to 
her own heart. 

The club women of South Carolina appreciated her abil- 
ity in the days of her strength, and in her passing away 
they have lost one of their pioneer workers—one who al- 
ways believed in the usefulness and value of the woman’s

The present. volume is a thoughtful pre- 
sentation of the subject and gives several selections from the litera- 
ture of personal observations in America, beginning with e com- 
ments of Capt. Basil Hall, and closing with those of H. Wells. 


One great improvement shown is the rise of business iy “political | 


standards and the increased sensitiveness to social evils. It is ex- 
tremely interesting to read the criticisms of these foreigners, show- 
ing how the average American impresses many Europeans at hone 
and abroad. While some of the criticisms have been very superficial, 
many are deserving of serious thought, and through all stands out 
the universal criticism against over-confidence, bragging and the Amer- 
ican estimate put upon guantity instead of quality. All students. of 
sociology and all who are at all familiar with the customs and man- 
ners of foreign countries, will enjoy reading this book. The volume 
is dedicated to Hon. James Brice, who has made such a special study 
of the new republic.

“Three of a Kind,” by Richard Burton, is an appealing story, full of 
humor and pathos. The writing of fiction is a new departure’ for Dr. 
Burton, who is professor of English at the Univerisity of Minnesota, 
and known as one of the most brilliant essayists. poets and lecturers, 
but he has made a wonderful success in this venture. The story shows 
the poetry in the common things of life, and the old musician, the little 
newsboy and the cocker spaniel, through their common joys and sor- 
rows, arouse our interest in their every action. The story is real and 
the author shows his great skill in depicting character, and a wonder- 
ful. sympathy with humanity. The dependence and devotion of this 
trio is beautiful and the common bond is poverty and loneliness.

“From Bull Run to Appomattox,’ a boy's new book, by Luther W. 
Hopkins, is a plain, simple narrative of the author's personal ex- 
periences during the four years of the “Var between the States.” He 
was a Virginia lad of seventeen, living in Loudon County, where John 
Brown attempted to raise the insurrection among the negroes near 
Harper’s Ferry, and was among thirty schoolboys of the neighborhood to 
respond to the first call to arms issued by his native State. He served as 
one of Gen. J. E. B. Stuart's Cavalry, 6th Va. Regt., and fought with 


the Army of Northern Virginia from 1861 until Gen. Lee’s surrender. 


e has been a resident of Baltimore for thirty years and is well known 
as one of the initial movers in the successful effort to establish a club- 
house and reading room for boys and young men near Lafayettte Mar- 
ket. This book is of unusual interest to boys, as it tells about camp 
life, about all the things which would appeal to a boy, showing what 
the Southern boys did in those days and what a large part of the army 
these boys made. This is just the book to arouse a boy’s patriotism.

O THE CLUB WOMEN of South Carolina: As 
we cross the threshold of the New Year let us look 
back kindly upon the old year and cheerfully face 

the future, secure in the thought that we have earnestly 
tried to do our best. In regard to our work for this vear 
let me remind you that atthe Convention in Greenville 
the club women of South Carolina pledged themselves to the 
following undertakings: 

First, that they would give one hundred dollars to the 
English Scholarship Fund, in order that the girls of this 
State may compete for the scholarship which would enable 
them to obtain the advantage of English college training ; 
second, that they would work earnestly, by personal appeals 
to the members of the Legislature, to have the following 
bills pass the Legislature at the coming session: A bill to es- 
tablish compulsory education; a Kindergarten bill, to es- 
tablish kindergartens in the public schools; and a Kibrary 
Commission bill, These pledges were made after earnest 
thought and discussion, and I call upon you to be true to 
these pledges, and respond generously both when money 
and when work is needed. ‘ 

I hope that all clubs that have not vet contributed to the 
English Scholarship Fund will send a contribution to Miss 
Theodosia Dargan, chairman of the Department of Educa- 
tion. I have appointed a. Legislative Committee, whose 
duties shall be to work for the passage of the bills in which 
the State Federation is interested. This committee is com- 
posed of club women of Columbia, who can come in close 
touch with members of the Legislature, and the chairmen 
and committee members of the departments of Education,

HE FOURTH ANNUAL MEETING of the North 
Carolina Library Association was held in Greens- 
boro, in the Carnegie Library, November 13 and 
14, with delegates from all parts of the State in attendance, 
Among the interesting papers read was The Library and 
the School, by Miss .\. Petty, librarian of the State Nor- 
mal College, making .a plea for co-operation of teachers 
and the librarian in inculeating in children the reading 
habit, and advising the enlargement of the field of the 
school library, as many school children have not access to 
libraries at home sufhcient for their use. Dr. Stephen B. 
Weeks made an able address on “Some North Carolina In- 
cubala and Association Books,” a subject covering the 
early history of publication in the State. One of the most 
helpful and stimulating features of this convention was the 
round table meeting, with the chief subject for discussion, 
Library Legislation, which has been one of the aims of 
the State Federation Committee on Library Extension. 
Other subjects for discussion were, library administration, 
use of debate and reterence helps, preparation and bulletins, 
book mending and binding, and what the State Library 
Commission can do for the small library. Under this last 
heading the following topics were discussed: What a libra- 
ry commission is; what it does for a community, its need, 
and the duty of the State through it. It was decided that 
a conference be held by the committees of various organi- 
zations in the State for the purpose of formulating plans 
to. advance legislation in favor of a Library Commission. 
The Committee on Library Commission, appointed by 
the President of the North Carolina Tederation§ of 
\Women’s Clubs, has pledged its support to this object, and 
will act as a sub-committee to aid the work by the dis- 
tribution of leatlets on the subject of brary commissions, 
and of pamphlets outlining a State library law. These will 
be sent to the federated ali and all members are urged 
to give them thoughtful attention and also to study library 
conditions in their own communities and the surrounding 
rural districts. The legislation aimed at by the State Libra- 
y Association includes an addition to the State Library, at 
Raleigh. SARAH \VEIL, 
State Chairman on Library Extension. 
THe Wisk AND OTHERWISE CLUB had just equipped 
and placed a traveling library case when the house in which 
it was, was completely destroyed by fire, and the books 
were burned. But even in the face of this misfortune the 
club has not been disheartened; it has made an effort to 
replace the loss, and has.a new case and twenty books prom- 
ised. The club wishes here to acknowledge the kind and 
sympathetic encouragement of our Library Extension chair- 
man, and the material help in her gift of six books. This 
club is planning a “silver tea” to raise funds for the educa-. 
tional work of the lederation, that is, the State Normal 
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Loan Fund and the International Scholarship Fund. It - 


is hoped that the application for Mr. Enos Mills’s services 
will result in the including of Lenoir in his itinerary. 

THE “ TREBLE CLEF,” the music department of the Char- 
lotte Woman’s Club, reports a notable meeting on the even- 
ing of November 5th at the home of Mrs. Eugene 
Reilley under the directorship of Mrs. Glascock, chairman 
of the department.

On the 
hearth was a camp fire with a tripod and an immense pot, 
from which a squaw ladeled out the booyah with a gourd.

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THE CLUB OF CURRENT EVENTs, of Tampa, Florida, has 
been most active under the head of its education depart- 
ment, led by Mrs. C. J. Huber, 2nd Vice-President of the 
‘-F. F. W. C., and State Chairman of the Child Labor Com- 
mittee. 


We held two art exhibits, netting $80 for schools. We 
sought and found two girls for appointment to kindergarten 
scholarships. These young ladies have entered their second 
year at the Woman's College, Tallahassee, and are doing us 
credit. They are South Florida girls, and we are proud 


of them. We have held a number of open educational. 


meetings, at which, demonstrations of late methods of 
teaching were made by actual classes, discussions held, and 
sociability promoted. 


We have sent petitions and committees to our school 
board praying for various improvements—better school 
hours, and fire protection, such as drills and outward open- 
ing doors; also petitions for matrons for the basentents of 
the school building, for the protection and better. morals of 
the children. We asked these things for both city and coun- 
ty schools. We made protest against the sale of liquor 
and indecent exhibitions at our State Fair, and induced 
many organizations of women all over the State to join 
our protest, including the State Convention of F. F. W. C., 
the State W. C. T. U. (88 unions), the State Baptist Con- 
vention, both men and women, the latter representing 
35,000 people. We petitioned the sheriff to enforce the 
child labor bill in Tampa, making it so strong that he 
offered $25 reward for information leading to conviction 
of violators. We also worked for the better fire protection 
and ventilation of our vaudeville and moving picture 
theatres. 


We have bought new books for our library, furnished 
an installment for philanthropic work in Tampa, and insti- 
tuted a perpetual gold medal for the High School graduate 
who wins his classmates’ franchises for character. The 
winner of the first medal was Frederic Marshall Bowland, 
class of 1908.

TL THE opening of the New Year I wish to extend 
cordial greetings and best wishes to every member 
of the lederation, with the hope that our club life 

may be more profitable than ever before. May the spirit of 
club life mean a broader charity, a greater tolerance, and 
a more universal, practical love for humanity! It is a 
problem to recognize our responsibilities and to live up to 
them. Honesty of itent in all our actions, and a proper 
appreciation of responsibility in regard to the result of our 
actions, are the watchwords | should like to leave with you 
for the coming year. ‘This is an epoch-making period ot 
co-operation. National organizations like the Child Labor 
Committee, the Tuberculosis Congress, the Civic Associa- 
tion, the National Conservation Commission, and many 
others, have recognized the power of singleness of pur- 
pose, of unselfish devotion to principle, and persistent, 
steadfast determination toward right ends, as shown in our 
history. It now rests with us to press forward in perfecting 
every policy, and inaugurating only what belongs to the 
best work of the world; never allowing the use of the 
Federation for personal ends, 

\WiTH THE ARRIVAL of the Directory it seems a fitting 
time to call attention to certain changes in committees, and 
to give an outline of work planned for the coming two 
years. Each committee chairman will give the details of 
her work, through the Bulletin, commencing with the Jan- 
uary number; but the special attention of State presidents is 
called to the changes. 

The committee on Art will announce the withdrawal, 
for the time, of the special galleries of paintings, hoping 
to get a strong expression of opinion in regard to their 
continuance by the time of the council meeting.

The committee on Civics has two departments, the Civics 
Department and the Health Department, according to the 
recommendation of the past president. These two divisions 
will be quite distinct, with their chairman and work and 
allowance. * * 

The committee on Civil Service Reform brings to the 
Federation the devoted service of two great workers, Mrs. 
Decker and Miss: Clark. 

The committee on Education has as its chairman one of 
the great educators of the country, giving every moment 
of these days to voluntary educational work. The field is 
immense, covering all educational policies for home and 


school; the International Scholarship, and the new depart- 
ment of Women’s Organizations in the National Education 
Association. Watch for the suggestions. 

The chairman of the committee on Food Sanitation 
comes from that progressive State of North Dakota, where 
the best is known, and she is a part of it. 

The committee on Forestry adds a sub-committee on 
Waterways, the two forming our new Conservation Com- 
mittee. ‘he names of the chairmen, and the decision of the 
Board to follow the trend of thought in this addition, have 
received the hearty approval of the National Chairman of 
the Conservation Commission, Mr. Pinchot. 


The committee on Household Economics is not “dead.” 
Could you read the letters, examine the plans, and note 
the enthusiasm of the chairman, you would realize we are 
fortunate in having at the head one who can do things, and 
yet is willing to accept the best expert assistance. May 
these two years show how alive they are! 


The committee on Industrial and Child Labor Conditions 
will consider these great subjects from two points of view: 
Capital and Labor, he General lederation must examine 
carefully into all conditions, and in an educational effort 
give its members the facts they so much desire. While we 
regret the absence of one who fully appreciated her. op- 
portunity, we are doubly fortunate in having her advice 
in the work, and at the same time the chairmanship of one 
who knows whereot she speaks. 


The committee on Legislation will have entire charge of 
all legislation. ‘There are three members in Washington 
watching the bills in which we are interested. These mem- 
bers will make known to the general chairman (a thorough- 
ly wide-awake woman) when and how to strike. The 
chairman will take the initiative with the clubs, will con- 
sider all bills presented by committees, will correspond with 
the clubs, and bring the weight of opinion of 800,000 


“women upon the passage of the bills for which we work. 


Results are sure. 


Our friend and coworker, Mrs. Ward, has heroically 
undertaken the most difficult conunittee of the Iederation 
work. By order of the Convention, literature has joined 
hands with its natural ally, the library, and we are hoping 
for added efficiency in both departments. We are under 
obligations to the chairman for her cordial assistance. 


The working method of the Federation is clearly shown 
in these committees. The chairman and her members, from 
all parts of the United States, are in close touch with one 
member from each State, such member being elected or 
appointed as the State may-decree. This State member is in 
turn in close touch with every club of her State; and thus 
these various committees cover the wonderful work of this 
great organization. 


In one case there may be a division of interest: Some 
States may need a Forestry chairman, some States a 
Waterways chairman, while many will wish to have both. 
In this latter case one person may well represent both inter- 
ests, as they are closely associated. 


As President of the Federation, I am looking forward 
most hopefully to a great arousing of interest. All we need 
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is understanding and the active interest of every committee 
member. 

Have you realized that our new member, Alabama, came 
to us full-grown? I was electrified with the discussions 
upon forms of reciprocity, the greatest of which were pos- 
sibly the many Loan Scholarships and the School Improve- 
ment Associations. The State is taking strides in educa- 
tional interests, and we are glad to welcome it to our num- 
ber, and hope to be mutually helpful. This was the last 
of the State Federation meetings which | have had the 
pleasure of attending. 

One point of criticism which I wish to bring to the minds 
of all State presidents, in arranging dates for their meetings, 
is the little consideration of sister States. At the time of 
the Alabama meeting, which I attended naturally as a wel- 
come to our latest member, Georgia, Florida and Texas 
were holding their meetings. Helpful interchanges of ex- 
perience, even as onlookers, were thus made impossible. 
I fully realize that the time cf year has much to do with 
the choice of date; but consultation might avail, with con- 
cessions which would bring about happy visits from State 
presidents.

THE ELEVENTH .\NNUAL MEETING of the Texas I*edera- 
tion was held in San Angelo, November 17-20th.

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HE THIRTEENTH ANNUAL Convention of the 
South Carolina Division, U. D. C., was held in Abbe- 
ville Dec. Ist-3rd. All the business sessions were 

held in the new court house, while the two evening -ses 
sions were in the new opera house, while the two midday 
lunches were served. in the city hall, which is a part of the 
opera house building. The Convention opened Tuesday 
night, Dec., 1st., with addresses of welcome from the Mayor 
of Abbeville and Miss Rosa Maxwell, for the Abbeville 
Chapter; the response was made by Mrs. George Evans, of 
Edgefield, while fraternal greetings were brought by Mrs. 
I. W. Faison, President N. C. Divison, U. D. C., who was 
the guest of honor for the Convention. 

Mrs. Moultrie Bratton, S. C. Regent, D. A. R.; Mrs. W. 
B. Burney, President S. C. Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
and Mrs. M. T. Coleman, President Abbeville Civic Club, 
also brought fraternal greetings from their associations. 

The music was especially fine this evening, consisting of 
an orchestra under Prof. Jules Huguelet ; tenor soloist, Mr. 
L. Ouida Tyler, Virginia; soprano soloist, Miss Fannie 
Starke. The chorus of thirty voices rendered Gounod’s 
“Sanctus” splendidly. 

The sessions were presided over by Mrs. R. D. Wright, 
the President, with dignity and tact, and much business was 
dispatched. 

The Credentials Committee’s report showed all the officers 
present except Mrs. August Kohn, the Recording Secretary, 
who was detained at home by severe illness. 

There were sixty-nine delegates, representing 37 chap- 
ters; nine officers and two chairmen of standing committees, 
making 78 women present and a voting strength of 87, for 
the S. C. Division does not allow chapters to -be repre- 
sented by a proxy vote. 

Mrs. D. A. Outz, of Greenwood, Worthy Grand Matron 
of the Eastern Star, being a visitor to the session, was 1in- 
vited to a seat on the stage and said a few words in behalf 
of her association. 

The President in her report recommended the following, 
which were adopted by the Convention: ‘That the Vice- 
Presidents be empowered to be organizers of chapters in 
their respective sections, the State to be divided for this 
purpose; that chapter elections take place Oct. Ist, if pos- 
sible; that one copy of THE KEYSTONE be taken in every 
chapter, and the S. C. Division column be read each month 
in open chapter meeting; that rosters of chapter officers 
be sent by Dec. Ist to the Division Corresponding Sec- 
retary, in order that she could make up the Division roster 
for the U. D. C. minutes; that the Division memorialize 
the Legislature for a contribution towards the completion 
of the S. C. window in Blandford Church: that children’s 
chapters as auxiliaries to U. D. C. be formed if possible; 
that chapters pay per capita dues promptly on March Ist 
(an amendment to the constitution to this effect was passed ). 

The President reported one new chapter organized this 
year; Beech Island, S. C.; that she had signed 146 certifi- 
cates of membership; that one chapter, the Clark Allen, of 
Abbeville, had disbanded; she regretted that 18 chapters 
had failed to make the Chairman of the S. C. Delegation 
their proxies for U. D. C. Convention (as all chapters are 


requested to do to prevent accidents), and that as a re- 
sult 13 of these chapters lost their votes entirely at the 
U. D. C. Convention in Atlanta and reduced South Caro- 
lina’s vote by 25 votes. The reports from chapters were 
most interesting ; they showed that during the past year two 
had unveiled monuments and a third had its monument 
ready to unveil; 45 send laurel wreaths to soldiers’ biers; 
25 mark graves; 4 contribute to the Confederate Museum, 
in Richmond; 31 have literary-historical features at their 
meetings; 31 celebrate Lee and Davis days; 29 observe 
Memorial Day. 

The Treasurer, Miss McMichael, reported $393 received, 
$328 expended, balance on hand $43. The Winthrop College 
Scholarship Fund was $138 in 1907; in 1908 $240; paid 
Winthrop College $104; balance on hand $136. The Reg- 
istrar, Mrs. C. E. Graham, reported sending out 1373 appli- 
cation blanks; 495 were returned filled out; that there were 
37 chapters registered now in her books out of the 54 
reported as in good standing in Division; that she had 
sent out 60 model. blanks to chapter presidents to show 
how they should be filled out ; had written 75 letters and 150 
postals and had donated the 1908 expenses of her office to 
the Winthrop College Scholarship Fund. The Recorder 
of Crosses, Mrs. Fowler, Yorkville, reported 469 crosses 
delivered to chapters, Marlboro Chapter leading with 124 
crosses. She advised that crosses be sent direct to the 
chapters and to dispense with a State engraver; this was 
adopted. She pleaded with the chapters to send her the back 
lists of names of Veterans on whom crosses had been 
bestowed in past years; so far only 20 chapters have done 
this. She was empowered to secure suitable books for 
recording back lists of Veterans. Her report showed an 
immense amount of work accomplished, but much more 
needed from the chapters. 

The historical session on Wednesday evening was unusu- 
ally brilliant and was presided over by Mrs. Lynch, of 
Cheraw, the State historian. This was the sixth annual ses- 
sion of this evening feature of these annual conventions. 
Two papers; one, “Jefferson Davis vs a Statesman,’ by Miss 
E. L. Mabry, Abbeville, and one, “lVashington in the Fif- 
ties,’ by Mrs. J. C. Rast, Dixie Chapter, Anderson; two 
poems, ‘The Martyrs of the Lost Cause,” by Kil Courtland, 
recited by Mrs. Rufus Fant, Dixie Chapter, Anderson, and 
“4 Legend of the Seal of the Confederacy,” by Kil Court- 
land, read by Mrs. A. M. Sharpe, Dixie Chapter, Anderson ; 
a poem, “Zhe Southron’s Farewell to Liberty,” writ- 
ten at the close of the war, 1865, by Dr. J. Lowrie Wilson 
and dedicated at this meeting to the U. D. C., and read by 
Miss Mary C. Scully, made the program. Dr. Wilson was 
on the stage at many of the sessions and added much to the 
interest of the meeting. | 

A charming feature of this evening was the presence 
in one of the boxes of fifteen or sixteen “Mothers of the 
Confederacy,’ invited to sit where their sweet faces and 
crowns of silver hair might inspire the younger generation. 
One could not but think what memories lingered in those 
gentle hearts and how much of history their sweet eyes had 
seen; for Abbeville, historic Abbeville, saw the last Cabi-. 
net meeting of the Confederacy, and Jefferson Davis and 
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his advisers were guests in this beautiful hill-town in their 
flight from Richmond and just before his capture in 
Georgia, The music for this evening was especially attract- 
ive; tenor solos by L. Ouida Tyler; soprano solo, “/Vaiting,”’ 
by Miss L. N. Long, accompanied by Miss Lorena Beach- 
ain on the piano, and Prof. Jules [luguelet, violin obligato, 
while the quartette, ““Good Night.” from “Martha,” 
Dixie, with the orchestra, closed the evening’s program. 

The usual morning historical conference for a half hour 
was conducted by Mrs. Lynch, when questions on chapter 
method, for historical programs, rolls of honor, ete., were 
discussed. All chapters approved of the monthly programs 
for historical study that Mrs. Lynch had prepared last year 
and published each month in the S. C. column in THE Key- 
STONE; this work will be continued this year and the usual 
annual historical circular which this committee issues in 
March will in future contain on a second sheet a set of 
these programs for the entire vear, one for each month, 
besides having them printed regularly from month to month 
in THE KEysTONE. This committee will also this coming 
year collect and keep on file up to date a list of Confederate 
monuments erected in South Carolina, stating the asso- 
ciation erecting the monument, cost of same, date of un- 
veiling and any other data procurable. Chapters are re- 
quested to send information of this work from their re- 
spective committees to the chairman as soon as _ possible. 
The request of the Confederated Southern Memorial Asso- 
ciation to observe Dec. 6th, 1908. as a memorial to Mr. 
Davis in the schools, where June 3d had not been so ob- 
served, was presented to the Convention. Mrs Faison, of 
North Carolina, took an active part in this conference and 
added much with her. helpful information about the his- 
torical work in North Carolina. 7/ie }l’oman's Book Com- 
mittee reported through Miss Mary Poppenheim, a member 
of the committee, in the absence of Mrs. Conner, the Chair- 
man, that Vol. II., S.C. Women in the Confederacy, was in 
print and had been delivered to the chapters according to 
their donations at the rate of $1.25 per copy. A list of 
those chapters not already in possession of their books will 
be found in this column elsewhere; they will please answer 
Mrs. Conner’s request. 

The Division has seventy-five books yet to sell at $1.25; 
these can be secured from the ‘reasurer, Mrs. M. J. 
Perry, Lancaster, S. C. The rest of the edition are sold 
to a firm who retail them now at $2. Chapters ordering 
books will please buy from the Division and_ help its 
treasury. The Book Committee was continued for another 
year, until every detail of its work is completed. The Re- 
union Fund Committee, Mrs. Campbell, Chester, Chairman, 
reported a legislative appropriation of $3000 this year 
and a State Reunion at Greenville. ‘his committee had no 
work to do for this, so will be continued another year. 
The Portrait Committee, in the absence of its Chairman, 
Mrs. Reid Stoney, Columbia, reported through Mrs. Claude 
Girardeau that Gen. Hagood’s portrait was in place and 
was unveiled with suitable ceremonies on Jan. roth, 1908. 

Mrs. Conner had given the portrait of General Conner 
and by her special request it will be placed in the Senate 
Chamber without any formal unveiling. The committee

was thanked and discontinued, as its work was completed. 
Mrs. Campbell, of Chester, made the report on the Soldiers’ 
Home, stating that the Home had been established by 
act of the last Legislature, that provision was made for 
two Veterans from each county and that the Home would 
be ready for. occupancy on Jan. Ist. This committee was 
continued to look into the needs of the old men from time 
to time. Mrs. Featherstone, Laurens, Chairman on Chil- 


dren's Chapter, urged more activity on this line, and Mrs. 


Fleming, of Spartanburg, presented a fine report from the 
new chapter of children at Spartanburg. 

Mrs. Featherstone and her committee are ready with 
advice and blanks to help any chapter organize a children’s 
auxiliary. Miss S. A. Smyth, Charleston, Chairman for 
S.C. Window in Blandford Church, Petersburg, Va., re- 
ported $go collected and advised petitioning the Legislature 
for $300 to complete this memorial to South Carolinians 
who fell around Petersburg. The Division authorized this 
done. The Scholarship Committee reported through its 
Chairman, Miss Mary Poppenheim, that Miss 
Nann Trantham, of Camden, had won the scholarship 
at Winthrop College and had entered the Freshman class 
on an average of 83. There were 22 applicants for this 
scholarship and 13 took the examinations; six making over 
70. The Treasurer's report showed the financial standing 


of the work and the President recommended that every . 


chapter decide this vear a minimum contribution to this 
endeavor as a permanency, so that the Division could 
count on this scholarship being permanent. Chapters were 
advised to do this. No pledges were taken at the Conven- 
tion, but chapters will be expected to notify the Chairman 
of their contributions. Last year eleven chapters gave to the 
scholarship fund, as follows: Yorkville, Newberry, Dixie, 
Anderson, Chester, St. Matthews, Sumter, Pinopolis, Black- 
stock, Orangeburg, Jonesville and Due West. The Colum- 
bia College (New York) scholarship given by the U. D. 
C. and won by South Carolina, worth $350 and free tuition 
in Teachers’ College, was won by Miss Amida Moses, Sum- 
ter. Next year this scholarship goes to Mississippi and 
the Chairman asked for pledges of $1 from chapters to 
send a contribution to this U. D. C. fund in the name of 
the Division; the following chapters pledged $1 
each: Camden, Dixie, Anderson, Yorkville, Charleston, 
Clinton, Abbeville, Williamsburg, Pickens, Winthrop Col- 
lege, Jonesville, Columbia, Greenwood, Laurens, Newberry, 
Marion, Johnstons, Rock Hill, Cheraw, Chesterfield, Mrs 
Hearth, Columbia, $2. The S. C. Director for Arlington, 
Mrs. T. W. Keitt, make a full report, showing $262 given 
by chapters and individuals for this co-operative U. D. C. 
work. Miss Mary Robertson, Chairman committee for 
Gen. Abner Perrin Monument, at Fredericksburg, Va., re- 
ported $50 collected; the Convention decided to raise 
$150 for this monument and the following chapters made. 
pledges for this purpose: Charleston, St. Matthews, ‘Dix- 
ie,’ Anderson, Clinton, Yorkville, Sumter, each $2, Pick- 
ens, Spartanburg, Marion, Greenwood, R. E. Lee, Anderson, 
Johnstons, Newberry, each $1. The S. C. Director for Shiloh 
monument, U. D. C., Miss Mary B. Poppenheim, Charles- 
ton, reported 21 chapters, two individuals and the Divi- 
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sion as a whole had contributed this year to this fund; $2go 
had been sent to the Shiloh Treasurer; pictures of General 
Lee were for sale for the fund and the pamphlet, “The 
Confederate Flags,” price 25 cents. The list of names of 
contributors will appear in the Abbeville Convention min- 
utes. The following chapters pledged for Shiloh this 
vear: Charleston, $15; Columbia, “Dixie Chapter, .An- 
derson, each $10; Newberry, Clinton, Florence, Edgefield, 
Greenville, Abbeville, Camden, Union, Orangeburg, Marion, 
Sumter, each $5; Winthrop College, $3; Jonesville, Ches- 
terfield, Prosperity, each, $2; Mrs. C. E. Graham, $5. 
Total $8o. 

Mrs. Keitt introduced a resolution protesting against the 
Atlanta U. D. C. Convention’s action in leaving the eligt- 
bility clause as regards to Veterans’ wives of Northern 
parentage the same as it had always been. 

The resolution caused some discussion and was _ passed. 
The U. D. C. have never discriminated against Veterans’ 
wives of Northern parentage, for many gallant Confederate 
soldiers as well as their wives were Northern born, but 
gave their all for the Confederacy. 

The memorial exercises for deceased members took place 
on Thursday noon, Dr. Lowrie Wilson gave the praver, 
the hymns “‘Blest be the tie” and firm founda- 
tion” were sung, and resolutions in menory of Mrs. Edwin 
Gardner Weed, Ex-President General, U. D. C.; Mrs. 
Ellison Capers and Mrs. Harriet Shannon Burnett, Ex- 
Presidents S. C. Division, U: D. C., and general resolutions 
for deceased members, followed by roll call of chapters, 
answered by lists of deceased members read by chapter 
representatives, completed this impressive annual ceremony, 
a loving tribute to those U. D. C.’s who have passed on 
higher.

Mary.LaAnpb: The Maryland Division held its annual 
meeting on December 7th, in Baltimore, Mrs. F. G. 
Odenheimer, the President, in the chair. Propositions 
to erect a Confederate monument at Monocacy and one to 
the sailors and soldiers of Hartford county at Belair were 
endorsed. The principal incident of the Convention was 
the resolution introduced by the Baltimore Chapter and 
endorsed by the Division, which was sent to the School 
Board of Baltimore, protesting against the proposed plan 
to place in the city public schools a copper print of St. 
Gaudens’ equestrian statue of General W. T. Sherman. 
This statue represents Sherman as a conqueror riding his 
war horse in triumph over the prostrate South, typified 
by a branch of Georgia pine trampled beneath his horse's 
feet in his march through Georgia, a presentation which 
the Maryland U. D. C. consider objectionable in the schools 
of Baltimore and one which will “keep alive sectional 
animosities and needlessly casting insult upon children de- 
scended from Confederate soldiers.”’ 

The resolution was presented to the School Board, who 
authorized its secretary to notify the U. D. C. that their 
fears were groundless, as the subject had never been before 
the Board. 

The election of Mrs. D. G. Wright as honorary Prest- 
dent and the re-election of Mrs. Odenheimer, President ; 
Mrs. John E. Poe, 1st Vice-President ; Corresponding Sec- 
Mrs. Neilson Poe; Recording Secretary, Mrs.

The Maryland Division has been waging a fight inc 
years against the histories used in the Baltimore public 
schools. 3 

Texas: The Texas Division, U. D. C., held its annual 
meeting in Terrell, Texas, the first week of December. 
There were 8&4 delegates present, representing 45 chapters. 
while 15 chapters were represented bv proxies. The ses- 
sions were held in the Presbyterian church, and beautiful 
lunches were served in the basement of the church by the 
ladies of the church. Mrs. C. B. Stone, President General 
U. D. C.. was present and added much to the brilhancy of 
the meeting, while the school children of Terrell were al- 
lowed a half holiday to attend the meeting. The vice- 
presidents of the Division reported $21,000 in bank for the 
Confederate Woman’s Home and $1.000 in money and 
pledges were raised. The Division proposes to place a 
bronze memorial tablet to Hood’s Texas Brigade on the 
battlefield of Gettysburg, Miss. Katie Daffin, the president, 


recommended the following work, which was adopted by 
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the Division: Work for January roth, Gen. Lee’s birthday, 
to be a legal holiday in Texas; naming public schools for 
Confederate heroes; and the placing Confederate pictures 
in public schools. The Division reports one college chapter, 
Baylor College, who are working to place a marble bust of 
Gen. Lee in their new building. The Literary evening 
was as usual a brilliant affair and a new feature, that of 
introducing on the program representatives of the chil- 
dren's auxiliaries, was noted. Miss Decca West’s poem, 
“The Confederate Woman,’ was read on this evening. 
The next place of meeting for this Division will be Browns- 
ville. .The election was without incident, Miss Daffan being 
re-elected President unanimously. The following are the

suggest its symbolic nature. The keynote of the play is 
struck when “Dr. Miller” (The Devil) accounts for him- 
self in these words; “I come from nowhere, I go every- 
where (and touching his forehead), I am always here.” 
It is the old story of temptation through human passion, and 
Molnar has given the world a 2oth century morality play, 
and an up-to-date cynical, intellectual, epigrammatic Me- 
phistopheles, who, understanding human nature, and playing 
upon its various temperaments with consummate skill, glee- 
fully entangles souls in his net. There is nothing stupid, 
slangy or vulgar in Molnar’s “Devil;” it is a biting, sar- 
castic analysis of humanity’s attitude towards evil, however, 
allowing humanity a chance to make a voluntary choice, 
and Col. Savage's companies present it from this standpoint. 
The first presentation of the play occurred in Buda Pesth, 


the home of Molnar, April, 1907. Col Savage bought the 


sole rights for the presentation in America, and gave the 
first presentation in this country, in New York, August 
18th, 1908. To-day his four “Devil’’ companies, headed 
respectively by Edwin Stevens, W. L. Abingdon, Camp- 
bell Gollan and Henry Dixey, are touring the country with 
marked success. The company headed by Campbell Gol- 
lan, as The Devil, and Adele Block, as Olga Hofman, the 
banker’s wife, presented the play at the Academy of Music, 
Charleston, S. C., December 21st, to one of the largest 
houses of the season. The play was well staged and cos- 
tumed, the acting was above criticism, well balanced and 
carefully thought out, and the entire production was quite 
up to the usual standard of excellence of the Savage com- 
panies.
